tender Sentiments of a Parent, with which you con- 
* ſider Me, and all that may contribute to the Ad- 
* vancement of my lntereſt. . 
* I muſt do this Juſtice to all your Officers and 
* common Soldiers, and in particular, to my Lord 
© Peterborough, that he has ſhown throughout this Ex- 
* Pedition a Conſtancy, Valour and Conduct, worthy 
* the Choice which your Majeſty has made of him ; 
* and that he could not give me greater Satistaction 
*than he has done, of the great Zeal and Applica- 
tion which he has equally ſhewn for my Intereſt

© the Town of Tortaſa on the River Ebro; fo that all 

the Places in Catalonia are taken, except the Town 
© of Rofes. Some Places in Arragon, not far from Sara- 
E goſa, have declared for me; and the Caſtle of Denia 
© in Valencia (till holds out, and has repulſed the Ene- 
my. Four hundred of their Horſe have enter'd in- 
to my Service; and a great Number of their Foot 
© have deſerted. This, Madam, is the Condition in 
* which yourArms,and the Inclination of the People, 
© have plac'd my Affairs. I need not tell you what 
puts a ſtop to the Courfe of theſe Conqueſts; it is 
© neither the Seafon, nor the Enemy; thoſe are no 
© Obſtacles to your Troops, who deſire nothing more 
© than to be in Action, under the Conduct they now 
® are. The taking of Barcelona with fo ſmall a num- 
* ber of Troops is remarkable enough; but few Ex- 
* amples will be found of what has happen'd in this 
Siege. Seven or eight Thouſand Men of your 
Troops, and 2000 Miquelets, haveſurrounded and 
: jd ng a Place, which 3000 French were not able 
to do. 

After a march of 13 Hours, they climb'd up 
Rocks and Precipices, to attack a Fortification 
: 1 than the Town, of which the Earl of 
* Peterborough ſends you the Plan; and two Generals 
© enter'd with the Grenadiers on this Attack with 
© Sword in hand, where the Prince of Heſſe met 

_ © with a GloriousDeath, after ſo many Noble Actions; 

* and I hope that his Brother, and his Family, will 
* always have your Majeſty's Protection. With 800 
Men they forced the Covered Way, and all the 
© Intrenchments and Works, one alte another, to 
the laſt Retreat, againſt 00 Men of the Troops 
that guarded the Place, beſides the Neinfotcement 
they had received; and in three Days after they 
* were Maſters of the Place; The Torn gerber

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' tack'd under the Caſtle, and the Cannon and Artil. 
' lery were again landed with inconceivable Pains 
and Labour, Two Camps were maintain'd, and a 
© Communication preſerved between them, thou gh 
near three Leagues diſtant from each other, againſt

* The firſt Camp was ſo well intrenched, that it was 
' defended with 2000 Men, beſides the Dragoons 
' while the Attack was carried on withrhe reſt ; and 
as ſoon as a Breach was made, the Diſpoſition was

' my. Theſe, Madam, are Circumſtances that per- 
' baps diſtinguiſh this Action from any other, 
There happened another Accident which was 
never known before: The Cruelties of the preten- 
* ded Viceroy, and the Report, that he intended to 
carry away ſeveral Priſoners, contrary to the Ca- 
' pitulation, bad ſtirred up the Burghers, and ſome 
of the Country, to take Arms: The Garrifon being 
employed in loading their Baggage, in order to 
march out the next Day, found themſelves in a ve- 
9 great Confuſion, and all things tending to a 
Slaughter, when Your Majeſty's Troops enter'd 
the Town, with the Earl of Peterborough ; and in-

T HE Army of the Imperialifls and Allies having pi 

decamp'd from Romanengo the 1oth Inſtant] nu

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their Arrival there, they met with ſome unexpected . 
Difficulties that made em alter their Deſign. Upon 
ae this, another Place, ſome Miles higher up the River,

r. that there was a commodius Paſlage there, Eleven 
mall Boats upon Waggons were ſent before, with 
all things requiſite for making a Bridge: All the 
lf Grenadiers, and a thouſand Fuſiliers, were com- 
Mt manded to march, with the two Regiments of Dra- 
il goons of Herberville and Trautmanſdorff, under the 
Command of a Pruſſian Major-General, Monſieur 
de Stillen, But though the Detachment was already 
arrived at the place appointed by break of Day, and 
en the Army was following, and found the place the 
more convenient for a Bridge, in that the Enemy's 
Lines along the Adda were ill guarded, and that a 
Palace called Paradiſo, at about half Cannon-ſhot, 
from thence, had no more than one French Battalion 
ay in it, and a few Horſe; and before they could be 
reinforced, our Bridge would have been finiſhed, as 
we were very well aſſured; yet ſome of the Wag- 
gons with the Boats breaking in the Road, they did 
not come up till Noon. However, we beat the 
Enemy from their Lines, and poſted our ſelves upon 
the Bank of the River to begin making our Bridge: 
But conſidering the Rapidity of the Stream, our 
Boats were too ſmall; and it was five a Clock in the
